Paul “Busch” Gross, Fort Hays State athletic direc- 
tor, is in his 31st year on the FHS campus. He has served 
the school as athlete, coach and now athletic director. 

Busch was a star athlete from 1917 to 1921 at FHS, 
after which he became a successful high school coach at 
La Crosse, Howard and Augusta. He returned to FHS as 
head basketball coach in 1930 and also served as co-di- 
rector of athletics until 1935, when he assumed the full 
duties of the position. 

He continued as basketball coach until 1946, with 
his cage teams tieing for conference titles twice and fin- 
ishing second many times. 

In 1957 Busch was named to the Helms Foundation 
Hall of Fame for noteworthy achievement in NAIA bas- 
ketball. An award in his honor is presented annually on 
the FHS campus to the outstanding senior athlete.

Two veteran college coaches and two 
young assistants make up the 1960 Tiger 
coaching staff. 

Head Coach Wayne McConnell, in his 
fifth year at FHS, has 17 years of coach- 
ing behind him. Included in this time is a 
six-year stint at College of Emporia dur- 
ing which his teams won 39, lost 12 and 
tied one. In 1953 he was named little All- 
American Coach of the Year by the Roek- 
ne Foundation. 

Line Coach Ed McNeil, once a third- 
team All-American tackle at Kansas State, 
is in his ninth year of coaching with Coach 
McConnell. The two worked together for 
five years at College of Emporia and Mc- 
Neil is in his fourth year at Fort Hays 
State. 

Graduate Assistant Don Schmidt is a 
former all-CIC end at St. Benedict's now 
working on his masters degree at FHS. A 
successful high school coach in Northeast 
Nebraska (Hartington Holy Trinity), he 
contributes experienced help to the Tiger 
coaching staff. 

Student Assistant Dick Poage is a sen- 
ior at FHS. He lettered three years as a 
Tiger gridder before a knee injury forced 
him to forego competition this season. 
Poage has been especially effective in 
handling the younger members of the 
squad. 



Fort Hays State and Northwest Missouri 
State of Maryville, both fresh from opening 
game victories, tangle in a non-conference, in- 
terstate battle at Lewis Field Stadium tonight. 

The Tigers of Fort Hays State came from 
behind to down Kearney, Neb., State, 20-12, 
last Saturday, while the Maryville team topped 
Bemidji, Minn., State, 27-6. Bemidji was a two 
touchdown loser to South Dakota State, which 
in turn fell by two TD’s to Kansas State. 

Maryville edged the Bengals, 13-8, in the 
mud at Maryville last fall. FHS has won seven 
of the ten games in the history of the series be- 
tween the two, including the 1958 contest, 
which Coach McConnell’s forces won, 13-0. Mc- 
Connell has a 3-1 edge over the Missouri team. 

With Earl Baker moving in as the new 
head grid coach, Maryville has switched from 
the T - formation to a single wing with a 
balanced line. The Bearcats reportedly passed 
for three touchdowns in their win over Bemidji, 


indicating a possible aerial barrage in tonight’s 
contest. Baker was a successful high school 
coach for ten years prior to taking the Mary- 
ville post. 

Two Bearcats who figured in the Mary- 
ville scoring in last year’s game are back : Mau- 
rice Fulton, senior quarterback from Leon, la., 
who passed for one touchdown and handled 
punting chores, and senior halfback Stewart 
Cline, who ran back a short punt for the second 
TD. 

Others on the Northwest Missouri roster 
who should stand out include center Vernon 
Bryant, 220 pounds and a three-year letterman ; 
A1 Dunn, a 202-pound guard who played on one 
of the University of Iowa’s Rose Bowl squads; 
Jack Mendenhall (215) and George Weed 
(210), starting tackles last fall, and end Dorsey 
Templeton, all-conference as an offensive guard 
and defensive end last season. 

Maryville has 16 lettermen and 10 promis- 
ing transfers on the 1960 roster.
